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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the motor drive, first 
and second expansible chambers, base member outlet, drive train, puller, yoke, 
eccentric, vacuum regulator device, disk-shaped rotary valve member, and planar 
inboard surface must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The following is a list of claimed subject matter that is 
nowhere disclosed in the specification. 

Claim 23: motor drive, first and second expansible chambers, base member 
outlet, drive train, puller, yoke, eccentric. 

Claim 40: vacuum regulator device, disk-shaped rotary valve member, planar 
inboard surface. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 23 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Larsson (US 6,139,521). Larsson discloses a pump mechanism (Figure 1) for a breast 
pump comprising a motor drive, a first and a second expansible chamber, each 
expansible chamber having an element which is movable relative to a base member 
with said element and base member being generally air sealed with respect to each 
other so as to form a variable volume between them by movement of said element 
relative to said base member (Column 4, Lines 5-60), with an outlet in communication 
with a respective variable volume, a drive train connected to said motor drive and to 
said first and second expansible chambers, wherein the element is a flexible diaphragm 
and said base member is a rigid member to which said diaphragm is mounted (Column 
3, Line 62- Column 4, Line 4) and having a respective outlet, a puller, a yoke and a 
vacuum regulator device comprising a disk-shaped rotary valve member (Figure 2). 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 09/30/04 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant states that Larsson lacks two expansible chambers. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. In the same way that the instant application has two 
expansible chambers, so does the Larsson patent. Larsson does indeed read on 
Applicant's positively recited claim language. Please see figures 1-5 and the entire 
Larsson disclosure.
